An Army truck conveying thir-

Refrigerator Rolls 

The dough for rolls may be made 
and set in the refrigerator to use in 
small quantities, as desired. Soften 
a yeast cake in one-fourth cup of 
lukewarm water. Scald two cups of 
milk; add to it five-eighths cup of 
fat and a half cup sugar. When 
cooled, add the yeast, two teaspoons 
salt and eight cups of sifted flcur. 
Stir until the dough no longer sticks 
to the sides of the dish, then turn 
onto a lightly floured board and 
knead until the dough is_ soft, 
smooth and elastic. Grease a large 
bowl, turn the dough around in it 
to grease the top and prevent it 
from heardening, cover with a clean 
cloth and let the dough rise. 

When the dough has doubled in 
‘bulk, pinch it to let out the air bub- 
bles and cut off enough for biscuits. 
Work this into biscuit :hapes and 
leave in a warm place to rise again 
_before being baked. The remaind- 
er of the dough is shaped into a 
ball, greased all around, and set in- 
to the refrigerator where it may be 
kept at least a week. For variation 
one may add egg, cinamon or .ais- 
ins.

Peter begs thé early Christians 
to be careful how they act and not 
to be unseemly in their talk or 
actions, bécause he ts afraid the 
‘unconverted ones will not think 
much of the Christians. “Dearly 
beloved, I beseech you, as strang- 
ers and pilgrims, abstain from 
fleshly lusts, which war against 
the soul:

In other words, Christians are 
to set a good example to those out- 
side the church, so that they may 
the more readily acéept the teach- 
ings of Jesus.
